In  1927  the 
League  of  Nations  called  a  meeting 
of  economic  exi>erts  from  all  over 
the  world  to  .study  what  effect  trade 
barriers  had  on  world  iiarmony. 
After  the  flnding.s  had  been  made 
and  the  experts  had  gone  home 
the  nations  had  proceMed  to  move 
rapidly  In  dlrsetions  opposite  from 
that  laid  down  by  the  experts. 

"Between  now  and  FMnruary  we 
mu.st  decide  whether  wc  meant  it 
when  we  said  we  are  going  to  dis- 
arm," she  said.

Ucms  praeadlng  the  actual  purchase 
In  the  witness  box  Coles  denied 
that  he  had  provided  tha  opium.  In 
response   to  a  question  from  his 
counsel.  H  A  Beckwlth,  Coles  said 
that  he  knew  Mr.  Harrison  had  been 
connected  with  the  Stewart  sedition 
case,  but  did  not  know  that  he  was 
In  the  employ  of  the  MuiuUcd  Police 
He  denied  he  had  purchased  opium 
for  the  last  six  or  seven  years, 

R.  A.  WoottoB  appaared  as  special 
prosecutor  for  tha  Orown. 

EVIDENCE  OF  POLICE 
Coles  was  convicted  on  the  charge 
of  having  opium  in  his  possession 
on  tha  sTldanos  of  the  Mounted 
Poliee  oOosrs  akma.  He  failed  to 
convince  the  magistrate  of  tha  Im 
plication  he  was  the  victim  of  eir< 
cumstances.  although  he  admitted, 
in  the  witness  box.  that  he  had  met 
the  (ifTlccr  informant  and  had  re 
celved  a  sum  of  money  from  him 
"in   order   to  stop  further  annoy- 
ance."  He  flatly  denied  ever  having 
opium  In  his  possession. 

Hm  evidence  of  Detective-Ser- 
geant I*.  J.  Black  was  that  he  had 
been  Introduced  to  the  accused  in 
September  under  the  name  of  Joe 
Gale  .SerReaiit  nUuk,  known  to 
the  accused  u.s  Ciale.  ariaiiged  meet- 
ings with  the  accused,  in  which  the 
procuring  of  opium  was  discussed 
The  ofncer  prepared  a  list  of  marked 
money  and  arranged  to  meet  the 
accused  on  the  night  of  October  18 
The  flrst  meeting  waa  at  8:4S  o'clock, 
at  the  comer  of  Store  and  JohnaoB 
Streets.

No  transfer  was   made   of  the 

opium,  which  Sergeant  Black  said, 
he  b.--!ieved  the  accused  had  in  his 
im  Ttieie  was  some  talk 
bctv^cn  the  two  about  a  smoking 
lay-out  and  It  was  suggested  by  the 
accused,  the  witness  said,  they 
should  go  somewhere  and  have  a 
smoke.  "I  told  Coles  I  had  a  place 
up  on  View  Street,  and  wa  walked 
up  View.  Sergeant  Paton  waa  fol- 
lowing us  in  an  automobile.  I  asked 
the  accused  to  give  me  the  package 
and  he  declined.  I  then  signaled  to 
Sergeant  Paton,  and  he  came  along 
side,  got  out  of  the  car.  and  the  two 
of  us  grabbed  the  accused,  although 
he  attempted^to  run  away."  The 
witness  described  a  struggle  In 
which  assistance  was  glvan  1^  Oon- 
sUhle  A.  F.  Phlppa,  who  wag  on 
patrol  duty  nearby.  Coles  was  taken 
to  the  police  station  and  searched, 
but  no  opium  was  found  on  him 
A  matchbox  was  later  discovered  in 
the  back  seat  of  the  automobile, 
psrtly  hidden  from  view.  Sergeant 
Black  said  he  did  not  qxiestlon  the 
accused  that  night  because  "he  was 
in  a  very  ugly  mood." 

Under  croas-asamtaiatlon  by  Mr. 
Beckwlth.  Sergeant  Blaek  said  he 
first  met  Coles  at  the  race  track  and 
had  several  conver.satlons  with  him. 
The  sergeant  gave  Mie  accu<ied  to 
understand  he  was  in  a  cotilldence 
game.  The  wltnes.';  said  he  had  an 
/polntment  with  Coles  to  Kr>  to  one 
jf  the  soldier  clubs,  b  it  he  did  not 
go  because  he  had  learned,  through 
Police  Agent  Edward  Harrison,  that 
Colee  "had  been  ttppad  off"  kg  the 
manager  of  the  elub. 

Sergeant  Paton.  of  R.C.MJ*.,  gave 
evidence  of  events,  that  occurred 
after  Coles  had  kaSB  apgrohanded 
on  View  Street. 

PHOTBITf  INN OCINOI 

In  the  witness  box  Coles  protested 
his  Innocence.  He  said  he  had  been 
pe.stered  by  Mr  Harrison,  at  the 
soldier  club,  t.o  get  him  opium.  He 
knew  .Sergeant  piack  as  Joe  Oale 
and  admitted  he  had  dLvu.wd  the 
purchase  of  opium  with  him,  but  de- 
nied purchasing  any  of  the  drug  for 
him.  "At  one  time  I  was  using 
drugs,  but  X  have  no  haMt  now.  and 
I  havo  been  In  the  pottoa  station 
for  ome  time  and  have  natar  aaked 
for  drugs.  Had  I  been  an  addict  I 
would  have  been  very  ill  without  It," 
the  accused  said  Regarding  the 
transfer  of  '<noney  at  the  comer  of 
Store  and  John.son  Streets,  the  ac- 
cused said  he  had  received  $3.50 
from  "Oale"  to  stop  fur^er  annoy- 
ance. He  said  he  had  been  pestered 
by  "Oale"  to  get  drugs,  but  had 
ooMlstsntly  refused. 

Concerning  the  alleged  "tipping 
off,"  Coles  said  he  had  been  warned 
by  his  friends  that  Mr  Harn.win  wa^ 
a  member  of  th««  police  and  h  -- 
friends  desired  to  see  him  'CoU 
go  straight.

•Tt  cannot  be  too  slronRly  stressed  that  the 
urglBt  nee4  is  to  keep  Canadian  money  in 
r%f^^_  fVfyj  that  by  buying  Canadian  goods  in- 
Stoad  of  foreign  goods  we  keep  Canadian  money 
drevlatlng  through  the  land,  whereas  every 
porehaso  of  foreign  goods  deflects  a  certain 
amount  of  money  from  circulation  in  Canada, 
and  the  Canadian  manufacturer  ahd  the  Cana- 
dian public  are  the  poorer  by  just  that  amount. 
This  thlnf?  should  not  be.  We  ought  not  to

We  ought  to  .support  our  own  Industries  and  our

A  morement  is  now  afoot  to  inquire,  by 
means  of  a  commission,  into  the  problem  of 
transportation  in  Canada.  This  inquiry  will 
have  particular  relation  to  the  railways.  It  is, 
in  fact,  an  outgrowth  of  a  recommendation  by 
the  Parliamentary  Committee  which  reported 
last  session  on  Canadian  National  finances  (tnd 
the  affairs  of  the  Canadian  Merchant  Marine. 
The  Commission,  in  its  personnel,  is  to  be  made 
as  Impartial  as  possible.  Possibly  one  or  two 
men  from  outside  Canada,  and  well-known  in 
the  transportation  world,  will  be  members.  8ir 
Joseph  Flavelle  or  Sir  Thomas  White  Is  men- 
tioned for  tlie  chairmanship.  It  is  an  invest!- j 
gation  which  should  be  productive  of  far 
reaching  recommendations  to  meet  a  set  of 
conditions  that  has  been  allowed  to  drift  too 
kog. 

Tho  emx  of  the  inquiry  will  be  to  devise  ways 
and  mMH^^ereby  the  excessive  burden  of 
8tate-ownMQ>  of  railways  can  be  lightened 
and  evpntually  removed  from  the  shoulders  of 
the  taxpayers.  In  connection  with  the  Canadian 
National  Railways  the  bonds  outstanding  total 
$1,168,555,862,63.  on  which  the  amount  of  Interest 
for  1930  was  $50,921,421.65.  The  ordinary  capiUl 
stock  of  that  system  is  $370,321,123.70.  The 
cuu  owes  to  the  (Jnvcmment,  because  of  loans, 
$604,406,230.42,  and  because  of  capital  invested 
tn  the  gyitem  a  sum  of  $403,443,934.56.  These 
commitments  represent  a  total  of  $2,446,637,- 
lflO.Sl.   in  addition  to  the  bonds  of  the  CJ4.R 
outstanding  on  December  31,  1930,  the  following 
have  been  issued  since;  On  February  1.  I93i 
4y^  per  cent  bonds,  $70,000,000;  on  September  1. 
1931.  i%  per  cent  bonds.  $90,000,000.  The  former 
Is  a  loan  redeemable  In  twenty-five  years,  and 
the  lattgr  in  twenty  years.  Including  these  bond  s 
with  the  olheri  outstanding  the  interest  pay- 
ments due  annually  are  approximately  $57,000,- 
000.  These  do  not  take  into  account  the  annual 
l^ntoresl  on  Ooremment  loans  whleh  is  $32,893.- 
175  75.  and  which  has  never  been  paid.  The 
Utter  has  accumulated  as  a  book-keeping  debt 
of  the  OmMdtan  Natkmal  syetem. 

The  ."jcrlnusness  of  the  situation  created 
under  a  syMUm  of  national  ownership  has  been 
InteiiiMled  because  of  eeoneate  depression.  This 
jear  the  Canadian  National  Railways  will  not 
pay  operating  expenses,  which  means  that  the 
OoTormnent  most  find  the  money  due  to  bond- 
holders as  Interest  on  their  investment.

turned  Immediately  to  the  indirect 
effect— the  stoppage  of  importations 
frtwn  Europe  of  various  chemicals 
vitally  needed  In  manufacturing. 

Edison's  various  factories  used 
about  a  ton  and  a  half  of  carbolic 
add  a  day,  all  imported.  Domestk 
ooal  wlU  not  produce  it  efflciently. 
VarloOB  methods  of  synthetic  manu- 
facture were  known,  but  the  cost 
was  prohibitive;  the  best  chemists 
0:  All, erica  said  so. 

Edison  spent  two  days  and  nights 
studying  the  methods  of  "!wking 
carbolic  add  synthatioally.  He  nar- 
rowed down  tbe  field  to  two,  and 
moved  from  his  library  to  his  labor- 
atory. Another  day  and  a  night, 
and  he  h^d  devl.sed  a  method 
of  economical  manufacture  from 
benzol. 

Edison  consulted  with  manufac- 
turing chemists.  They  agreed  the 
process  looked  satisfactory.  Then 
engineers  and  contractors  offered  to 
erect  a  plant  capable  of  turning  out 
the  ton  and  a  half  a  day.  They 
needed  from  six  to  nine  months  to 
get  the  plant  ready. 

E:!Ls->r.,  wr).  .>:t\y  a  .^rna;'.  supply 
of  arid  available  for  his  factories, 
could  not  wait  six  months. 

He  took  forty  draughtsmen  and 
chemists,  divided  them  ihto  ttu-ee 
shifts,  and  went  to  work  on  plans. 
The  men  were  working  eight  hours 
a  day;  Idlaoa  ms  worUng  twenty- 
two.  Re  noppad  on  a  ooifeh  when 
he  could— th»>rolltop  desk  he  had 
slept  on  a  few  years  before  would 
no  longei-  do  for  his  aging  Joints. 
He  lunched  on  lOH';t  and  tea  when 
he  remembpred  that  he  was  hungry 
In  one  week  the  plans  were  com- 
plete. 

At  Sliver  Lake  the  Edison  storage 
battery  plant  was  running  to  capa- 
city. Near, it,  work  was  started  on 
a  catbolie  aeld  factory. 

On  the  eighteenth  day  after  con- 
stnictlor.  was  started,  the  twenty- 
fifth  day  after  Edl.son  went  to  work 
on  the  plans.  700  pounds  of  carbolic 
acid  were  manufactured  A  month 
later  the  full  ton  and  a  half  a  day 
Edison  needed  was  available.  In  a 
few  weeks  more,  ,by  speeding  up 
production,  Edison  could  siuipiy  the 
vital  add  to  othsr  manufacturers 
who  were  crying  for  it.  Later  an- 
other plant  of  equal  iln  want  Into

PIKE  SWnPfl  PLANT 
The  spaed  with  whieb  the  first 
plant  was  built  left  persons  familiar 

with  the  problems  overcome  gasp- 
ing. Edison  at  sixty-seven  should 
have  been  exhau.sted  Perhaps  he 
was:  but  he  had  no  time  to  show  It. 
Hie  plant  was  hardly  In  full-time 
operation  when  a  disastrous  flre,  on 
December  0. 1M4,  swapt  bit  Orange 
plant. 

The  damage  wai  great,  but  Idl- 
sOb's  specially  daalgnad  concrete 
buildings  sarvivad.  The  walls  were 
not  cool  before  reconstruction  had 
started.  Sdlson,  working  on  a  real 
war  basis,  then  found  the  supply  of 
benzol  for  the  manufacture  of  his 
carbolic  acid  dwindling  rapidly.  In 
a  few  months  he  was  producing  all  I 
he  needed.  By  the  middle  of  1916 
he  was  manufacturing  benaol.  tohiol.  I 
tiolud  and  naphtha  oa  a  eoauner- 
dal  scale,  and  then  he  turned  to 
no  dyaa.  IVs  bloekads  of  Ger- 
many had  tfnrt  off  the  supply,  and 
American  manufacturers  were  des- 
perate In  half  a  year  Edison  was 
manufacturing  effective  substitutes. 

Had  Edison  not  been  alive  others 
■would  have  learned  how  to  manu- 
facture all  these  products,  but  it 
would  have  been  months  longer  be- 
fore they  would  have  been  available, 
and  the  loss  to  Industry  would  have 
been  trcmendooa. 

In  1017.  when  the  TTnifed  .(^tates 
entered  the  war.  the  importance  of 
the  Edison  plan's  became  still 
greater,  for  nearly  all  the  products 
Edison  was  creating  .ssrnthetlcally 
wer»»  needed  for  making  explosives 
Edl.son,  however,  was  not  left  to 
continue  indirect  war  work.  At 
seventy  he  was  called  twon  to  be- 
coQie  ehamnaa  of  tbe  Naval  Con- 
suiUng  Board,  and  far  two  ysars  be 
concentrated  upon  war  lasyallaiia.

The  Pender  Island  congregation 
was  organized  on  May  26,  1895,  by 

Rev.  Dr.  W.  L.  Clay,  minister  of  St. 
Andrew's  Presbyterian  Church,  Vic- 
toria, with  a  membership  of  twelve 
peopto.  which  had  been  gathered  by 
George  H  Meniies,  a  student  of 
Manitoba  College.  Some  years 
later  Mr.  Menzies  went  out  to  India 
as  an  ordained  minister  and  medical 
missionary  and  after  only  ten 
month.s  of  ssrflss  M'hto  itfs  bf  ths 
plague. 

The  servicea  were  maintained  in 
the  early  days  by  student  mission- 
aries, among  whom  were  J.  R  Rob- 
ertson, now  of  Vancouver,  and  W. 
R.  Taylor,  now  nofessor  Taylor,  of 
Toronto.  To  assist  the  small  hmno 
mission  grants,  one  student  was 
"hired  at  $2  per  day, "  according  to 
the  church  record,  "to  make  seals 
and  blackboard  for  school."  An- 
other student  took  a  small  Job  at 
plastering  the  achool  for  $10  and 
also  pulled  peas  at  13  per  day. 

In  September.  1907,  the  congrega- 
tion moved  into  its  neat  frame 
church,  beautifully  ensconced  among 
the  trees  on  the  hill  tojj  overlooking 
Hoi-)e  Bay  harbor.  It  cost  $1,000 
and  wius  opened  free  of  debt.  Rev. 
Geo.  A.  Wilson  preached  the  dedi- 
catory sermon.  Since  Uiai  time  no 
Lord's  Day  has  passed  without  serv 
ice.  although  there  have  been  many 
times  whsn  ths  eoogregatien  was 
without  a  regular  minister.  One  of 
the  elders  would  read  a  asrmon  and 
for  a  time  ssrttop  ware  regularly 
conducted  by  two  laymen  of  the 
congregation.  Among  the  pastors 
of  recent  years  have  been  Rev.  A 
McMillan.  Rev  J.  C.  Alder.  Rev  IJr 
J.  K  Unsworth  and  Rev  Robert 
Aylward.  The  mlnl.sier  now  in 
charge  Is  Rev  s  s  Peat,  of  this  city. 
Ills  senior  elders  are  A.  B.  Menilaa 
aad  H.  &  W.  Corbett. 

This  congregation  has  her  n  Inter- 
ested from  Its  Inception  ui  missions 
and  Its  contributions  have  been  rel- 
atively large.  A  woman's  mLs.sion- 
ary  auxiliary  ha,s  steadily  main- 
tained this  branch  of  the  work,  and 
there  has  been  an  uninterrupted 
Sunday  school.
